' RESOLUTION. 


In ihe Resolutions noted on the margin, it was prescrib- 
ed that regimental funds of British 
and Native units might be lodged 
with private banks-— including, for 
this purpose, firms which conduct 
banking business — subject to the 
condition that in each case the 
bank should furnish security (in 
Government Promissory notes, cash 
or Port Trust or Municipal bonds 
or debentures) to an amount suffi- 
cient to cover the aggregate amount of regimental funds held 
by the bank.

2. The Governor-General in Council is now pleased to 
lay down the accompanying rules, which state particu- 
larly . • 


(i) the conditions under which regimental funds of 
-units may be deposited with a private bank, 
and } 



(ii) the form of agreement to be entered into between 
such bank and the Controller of Military Accounts 
concerned, providing in favour of the latter a 
lien on securities lodged with him in respect of 
regimental funds deposited by units with that 
ban Ic. 

These rules will be published in the form of an Appendix 
to Army Regulations, India, Volume II. 

3. The Governor-General in Council further directs that 
it shall not be permissible for the Officer Commanding a 
unit to give to a bank thus employed by him any gener- 
al power of attorney or other authority which would enable 
the bank to forthwith sell securities deposited with the bank 
which are the property of a regimental fund : but this shall 
not preclude the bank from carrying out the sale of such 
securities, in the ordinary course of business, if expressly 
so instructed in eaeli case bv the Officer Commanding the 
unit. 

4. All securities deposited with a Controller for the above 
purpose will in future be retained by him in custody ; and 
the return of securities no longer required should in each 
instance be carried out by him promptly. 


Ordered that this Resolution be communicated to the 
Arrnv Department, the Comptroller and Auditor-General, 
the Military Accountant-General and all Controllers of Mi- 
litary Accounts.

Appendix XX. 

(Referred to in paragraph 174.) . 
Banking of regimental funds.'. 


Subject to the following conditions and procedure, the 
officer commanding a British or Native unit or a 
volunteer corps may at his discretion lodge his regi- 
mental funds with any private Bank or Firm of good 
standing that may be selected by him. 

, [By a private bank or firm is here meant any banking 
concern other than a Government Treasury or the Presi- 
dency Banks of Bengal, Madras and Bombay, or their 
branches; and the term “bank” is hereinafter used to in- 
clude also any firm which carries on banking business. 
Shroffs employed in batteries of Royal Artillery are not 
included in the term u bank >} or u firm ".] 

1. Only regimental, as distinct from public, funds may 
be so lodged [vide Appendix XIX supra and the Definitions 
prefixed to Army Regulations, India, Volume III] ; and 
only such banks may be employed as have entered into an 
agreement, in the form prescribed in the Appcudix to these 
rules, with the Controller, Military Accounts, who is 
authorised to receive securities under rule 5, 

2. Before making a deposit for the first time, or with 

a different bank from that previously dealt with, the sanc- 
tion of the Controller, Military Accounts, of the Circle in 
which the unit is serving must be obtained. At the time of 
applying for such sanction the officer commanding will state 
clearly — , - 

(0) The name or designation, and the location, of the 
bank with 1 which he; proposes to deposit his 
' regimental funds. ■ 

. (^) Whether the bank has agreed to receive the money 
and is willing to lodge , with Government the 
: necessary security. • ■ c 
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(r) The nature of the funds, severally,' to be deposited, 
e.g,, Mess Band, etc. 

(d) The aggregate amount of the deposit, for all the 
funds together. 

The information is necessary to enable the Controller, 
Military Accounts, concerned to obtain from the bank the 
necessary security, on receipt of which sanction will be 
accorded by him. 

3. Subsequent deposits with the same bank may be 
made without further sanction from the Controller, unless 
the initial deposits reported to him (see paragraph 2), or 
the actual total balance last reported (see paragraph 4), 
would thereby be increased by Rs. 5,000 or more. 

4. Immediately after the 30th June and 31st Decem- 
ber of each year the commanding officer will obtain from 
each bank holding funds belonging to his unit a statement 
of the total balance at his credit, as it stood on such date ; 
and he will without delay forward the statement to the 
Controller, Military Accounts, of the Circle in wffiich the 
unit is serving, after verifying the statement with his regi- 
mental accounts and attaching his certificate of its correct- 
ness. 

The balance shown in the statement must include all 
money held by the bank, including both the ,f current (or 
floating) account ” and u fixed deposits/' etc. 

5. The lodgment of security will follow the account 
Circle in which the bank concerned is located, e.g., securi- 
ties to be furnished by a bank or branch bank carrying on 
business in Calcutta or Bombay will be deposited with the 
Controller, Military Accounts, Eastern or Western Circle, 
respectively — who, if the unit be serving say in Rawal- 
pindi, will act on information promptly passed on to him by 
the Controller of the Northern Circle, see paragraphs 2 to 
4 * 

6. In calculating each half-year the amount of security 
to be lodged with his office by each bank holding regiment- 
al funds, the Controller concerned will add a margin of 10 
per cent, to the sum of all the balances with that bank, as 
reported in the latest half-yearly statements received from 
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Commanding Officers: such margin being designed to cover 
ordinary fluctuations connected with regimental deposits * 
which may occur during the ensuing half-year. 

He will also, at dates between the half-yearly reports, 
take further security, if necessary, to cover, with a margin 
of 10 per cent, fiesh deposits sanctioned under rules 2 and 
3. On the other hand, if considerable withdrawals occur 
between the dates of half-yearly reports, which are not 
likely to be made up again during the' same half-year, the 
Controller shall, on application made by the bank, release 
a proportionate part of the security in his hands if he is 
satisfied that the withdrawals made justify this bourse. 

7. The security lodged, whether in Government paper 
or in cash or in Port Trust or Municipal bonds or debent- 
ures, will, under the orders of Government communicated 
m F. D. (M. F.) No 2195-Accts., dated 25th October 1907, 
be duly hypothecated in favour of the Controller, Military 
Accounts, concerned — at whose sole order and disposal the 
security will thenceforward remain, subject to the proviso 
.hat in case of failure of the bank the lien of the Controller 
lpon the security deposited shall extend only to the ag- 
gregate amount of regimental funds then actually held by 
.he bank. The Controller will retain the securities in his 
own custody, and realise and pay to the bank the interest 
hereon as it becomes due. 

In cases where a bank desires to tender the security in 
sash, instead of in promissory notes or Port Trust or Muni- 
cipal bonds or debentures, the cash should be deposited in 
1 Presidency bank or one of its branches and the bank de- 
posit receipt should be forwarded to the Controller by 
hdiom it will be kept in safe custody.

No Registration, Insurance, Value-payable Post, 

or Money Orders. 

Letters cannot be registered or insured, for despatch 
from India to the field. No article can be accepted for 
despatch to the field by value-payable post. Money orders 
will not be issued in favour of pajmes in the field. 

FROM THE FIELD TO INDIA. 

What may be sent. 

Unregistered letters, postcards, and book-packets may 
be posted to addressees in India or places abroad. Pre- 
payment of postage is optional, but if postage is not fully 
prepaid the articles will be charged on delivery with 
double the deficiency under the usual rules. No registered 
or insured letters, no parcels, and no value-payable 
articles can be posted. 




Money Orders, 

Money orders will be issued on India at inland rates 
of commission. Remittances by telegraphic money orders 
can also be sent on the ordinary conditions. 

Savings Bank Deposits. 

Savings bank deposits will be received from all British 
and Native soldiers and from public and private followers 
on field service at field post offices for credit, free 
of charge, to Post Office Savings Bank accounts 
in India. Soldiers who already have accounts with the

All bills and charges accep- 
ted by the Executive Officers cf the Supply and Transport 
Corps will be sent to the Divisional Disbuising Officer for 
preliminary audit and for disbursement, and the latter will 
keep an account of all money transactions relating thereto.

(a) Payment of men and record hy Captain, 

_S. The Captain will furnish the Divisional Disbursing 
Officer, to reach him three clear clays before the date ofi 
weekly payment, with an estimate o,f his weekly cash 
requirements showing the date on which the men will be 
paid; the Divisional Disbursing Officer will forward a cheque 
for the amount estimated for in time to reach the Captain on 
the clay preceding that on which the payment will fall due. 

9 . The Captain wilt pay his men as directed by regula- 
tions from this advance and account to the Divisional Dis- 
bursing Officer monthly for the advance in a simple cash 
accost of receipts and issues which will be kept on the 
last page of the pay and mess book. 

fo. The pay and mess book (l.A.F. At) is at present the 
foundation of the pay fist, and is the Captain's record of all 
transactions with his men. A record of such transactions 
will, of course, always have to be kept, but this record can 
be considerably simplified. A specimen folio of the revised 
form of pay and mess bcok is printed separately as Form A. 

This retains the essential features of the older form while 
covering only one folio instead of nine. 

ri. The cash. payment to the company wi'I be regulated as 
heretofore, by the Captain, who will be held responsible, \ns 
at present, that no over-issues are made. This point should 
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85 be carefully noted. The total of the cash payments made 
to the men on each pay day will be certified by two wit- 
May nesses, as well as by the officer paying the men. The ?ay 
’ ° Sergeant should not be one of the witnesses. This certifi- 
cate will render it unnecessary that the soldier should sign 
his account in the pay list (see paragraph 34). Casual 
payments should be supported by the men’s receipts. The 
stoppages and regimental bills will be entered in the 
column provided for the purpose Under no circumstances 
should voluntary subscriptions, e.g.,{or cricket and foot-ball 
clubs, be treated as regimental bills and passed through the 
! pay and mess book. 


12. Cash payments to detachments will be made on the 
detachment pay sheet (Form C) , which will be certified by 
the paying officer and by two witnesses, as directed in 
paragraph 11. At the end of each month the total pay 
issued to each soldier on detachment will be carried into 
the pay and mess book as a “casual payment,” and the 
detachment pay sheet will be annexed to the pay and mess 
book in support of the entry. 


13. As the Captain is not to compile the pay list, he will 
render to the Divisional Disbursing Officer at the end of each 
month. ll:c original pay and mess book (Form A), keeping 
a duplicate for his own use. The preparation of a dupli- 
cate of the pay and mess book will cause relatively little 
extra work in the unit, and there are obvious advantages in 
having a complete record in the Divisional Disbursing 
office. 

Regimental stoppages. 


14. Regimental stoppages will be grouped together and 
form a consolidated charge of so much a month against in- 
dividuals. Oy the introduction of this system of assessment 
a soldier should know exactly what amount will be stopped 
from his pay monthly, and, approximately, what sum he can 
draw Aveekly.

17. It is the practice in India for units to make payments 
for Barrack damages direct to the Military Work's Services. 

The amounts are usually small, and it will be sufficient if 
the Captain shews the amounts to be deducted from indivi- 
duals on this account in his pay and mess book under the 
head “ Remarks, notes of fines, public stoppages, etc/'

Abolition of monthly settlement . 


18. ^The “Settlement ” of the soldier’s account on the 
last day of each calendar month will be abolished, and he 
will be paid on a weekly basis, every endeavour beincr . 
made to so arrange the payments that a soldier will draw 
as nearly as possible, the same amount each pay day. It is 
also desirable that every company should belaid on a fixed ’ 
day of the week throughout the year. This would not of 
course prevent different companies being paid on different 
days.

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24. In the second part of this book styled the (f f ed^er” 
— the Captain will keep the stoppage account, and will enter 
ty therein on the Cr. side the total amount stopped from Vie 

men, together with any sums received from the Canteen 
fund in aid of messing, or from the sale of refuse; on the 
Dr. side the amount of all bills paid during the month will 
be entered. As the bills cannot exactly correspond with 
the fixed stoppage there will always be a small balance on 
this account, but as it is the only ledger account which the 
Captain will have to look after, this small piece of accounts 
work should be well within his powers. The Captain is 
•entirely responsible for correctly keeping this account. 

25. All battery funds, officers' mess and other similar 
accounts, hitherto shewn by artillery and other units 
in their balance sheets, should in future be treated as 
regimental funds, and no transactions regarding them " 
should appear either in the cash book or ledger. 

Captain's cash account. 

2 6. The last folio of the pay and mess book contains 
provision for the Captain's cash account. It will be observ- 
ed from the specimen printed on the last page of Form A, 
that the Captain debits himself, as he now does in Form 3 
of the pay and mess list (I.A.F. A -1) in regard to the cash 
received from the Acting Paymaster, with the cash received 
by him and takes credit for- the total cash issued to the 
men, for the regimental bills, and for the total amount 
of the consolidated stoppage, which will be treated 
as a cash payment, so far as his account with the 
Divisional Disbursing Officer is concerned. No ip’.rect 
charges against the public will be included in thi§ form 
unless they have been pre-audited by the Divisional Dis- 
bursing Officer. Officers' allowances should always be 
claimed separately. 

27. The total of the ba ? ances on the cash and stop- 
page accounts should represent the amount of cash in the 
possession of the Captain, which he should be in a posi- 
tion to produce at once on handing over charge of the 
company to another officer, or when called upon to do so. 

A specimen form of cash reconciliation statement has been 
drawn up on the back of Form A. In ascertaining the 
amount of “ cash in bank/' as shewn by his pass book, the 
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Captain should be careful to make allowance for 
vdpch have not been presented for payment. 

Transfer of Command. 

28. The officer taking' over charge of a company 
should satisfy himself — 

(1) That the cash payments during the month agree 

with the entries in ( a ) the pay and mess 
book, ( b ) the stoppage account in the com- 
pany ledger ; also that they are supported by 
receipts and vouchers, where necessary. 

(2) That all company bills have been paid to the 

end of the preceding month. 

(3) That the amount handed over, whether in the 

form of a bank balance or cash, agrees with 
the balance shown by the cash book. The 
bank balance should be verified by the pass 
book, allowance being made for any outstand- 
ing cheques. 

(4) That the amount of permanent advance given 

to meet contingent expenses has been ac- 
counted for in the manner directed in para- 
graph 41, Army Regulations, India, Volume 
III.

Information to be supplied to Divisional Disbursing 

Office. 

29. Officers Commanding Units and Corps will be res- 
ponsible for supplying the Divisional Disbursing Officer 
with -caI information affecting the men under their com- 
mand, and should see that the Divisional Disbursing Office 
is supplied weekly, and up to the last day of each month, 
with copies of all regimental and corps orders affecting 
their emoluments. This information will be notified to the 
Divisional Disbursing Officer on I. A. F. A-53., In the 
case of cavalry and infantry a separate extract should be 
rendered for each squadron or company. 


H os p it a l stop pages, 

30. The hospital stoppage return (Form K) will be 
rendered to the Divisional Disbursing Officers to enable 
them to make the necessary recoveries. 
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Compilation of the pay list, 

3 1 - On the data furnished to him by the Officer Com-\ 
man ding the Unit, the Divisional Disbursing Officer wi fw 
compile the ledger account of -each man. This will be 
kepton the new form of pay list, a specimen folio of' which 
is printed separately as Form D. Tne company cash pay- 
ments and stoppages will be entered up from the original 
pay and mess book, and the “ remarks ” column will be 
posted from the regimental orders. 


The Divisional Disbursing Officer will proceed 
with the compilation of the pay list as early in the month 
as may be convenient. He will credit each man’s account 
with pay, etc., under the -several headings, for the whole of 
the current month at the rate in force on the last day of 
the preceding month. As the “daily orders >J are received 
he will make any adjustment which may be necessary by 
debiting the account, in the special column provided for 
the purpose, with the amount of pay which may have been 
forfeited. Similarly, he will credit the account with any 
increase of pay or any extra emolument which may be 
notified to him. Only the net amount of pay will be 
charged against the public, the necessary deduction being 
made in the recapitulation in Form No. 2. 


33. On receipt of the pay and mess book the Divi- 
sional Disbursing Officer will see that the totals of the 
cash payments, stoppage and bills columns, agree with the 
corresponding figures in the Captain’s statement of receipts 
and expenditure. As the figures from the “Total” column 
in the pay and mess book have to be posted to the debit qf 
each man’s account in the pay list, the accuracy of the cast 
will be automatically checked in the Divisional Disbursing 
Office. 

34. After closing the men's accounts for the month, 
the Divisional Disbursing Officer will carry forward the Dr. 
and Cr. balances of the men to the following month’ pay 
list (to be started) together with any other items or infor- 
mation that may help in the compilation thereof, and forward 
the pay list completed by him to the Captain, who will note 
the balances Dr. or Cr. in the pay and mess book of the 
following month, and make any necessary adjustment on the 
following pay day. This will give every man an ^opportu- 
nity of seeing how his account is made up. It is, theretore 
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unnecessary that the soldier should sign the pay list, as the 285 
, correctness of his cash payments is certified by two yvit- — — — tT* 
^hesses in the pay and mess book. After the balances have 
been ‘noted, the Captain will sign the pay list as to the 
correctness of the cash payments and stoppages, and will 
return it to the Divisional Disbursing Office'r not later 
than the 15th of the month. The signed copy of the pay 
list will, on receipt back, be forwarded to the Divisional 
Examiner as a voucher to the Divisional Disbursing 
Officer’s account. A complete copy of the pay list, to- 
gether with the original pay and mess book, will remain in 
the Divisional Disbursing Office, and if any question arises 
about a man's pay, it can be settled without correspondence 
with the Divisional Examiner. 

Account of men on furlough in India. 

35. The procedure laid down’ in paragraph 32 will be 
followed in the case of men granted furlough in India under 
paragraph 263, Army Regulations, India, Volume II, but 
their pay will be charged only to the end of the cur- 
rent month, although the furlough period may extend 
beyond. 

Responsibility of Divisional Disbursing Officer and Cap- 
tain in regard to cash payments. 

36. No cash payments should be made by the Captain 
in respect of any increase in a man’s rate of pay until such 
increase has been- notified to the Divisional Disbursing 
Office and the proper amount has been placed to the 
credit of the man's account by the Divisional Disbursing 
Officer. This will save work in the company, obviate 
overpayments and consequent Dr. balances, and it will be 
no hardship for the man to wait for the sum due to him 
until the first pay day following the notification by the 
Divisional Disbursing Officer on completion of the pay list. 

37. With regard to the cash payments made to indivi- 
dual soldiers, the Divisional Disbursing Officer’s respon- 
sibility will be limited to seeing that a man’s account is not 
thrown into debt at end of the month. The appearance of 
a Dr. balance in the duplicate pay list, which is sent to the 
Captain to note (para. 34b will in itself be a notification 
that the Captain should at once take steps to curtail the 
issues in that particular case, and, if this is not done 
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Rearrangement of columns in the pay list . 

. ^ nder ^ e . head of public stoppages such as for- 
feited pay hospital stoppages, fines for drunkenness

Adjustment of a soldier' s account on transfer. 

39. When a soldier is transferred to another payment 
say from Poona to Mhow Division on ioth January the 
Captain will send to the Divisional Disbursing Officer a 
statement (Form H) showing the cash issued and the bills 
and other charges incurred up to date of transfer. The 
Divisional Disbursing Officer at Poona will complete the 
man's account up to the end of the month and forward to 
the Divisional Disbursing Officer at Mhow an advice note 
(I. A. F. A- 146) for the Cr. balance due to the man, includ- 
ing this amount in the column headed “Any other mis- 
cellaneous debts, etc.," and sending 
a transfer statement of accounts (I. 

A. F. A-443) showing the man as 
paid up to the last day of JarJaary. 
The man's name will appear in the 
Mffiow pay list for January, but no 
pay will be charged for him until 
February, the credit balance remitted from Poona being 
shown in the column headed “Other miscellaneous credits, 
etc.,” and the cash payments, etc., made to him at Mhow 
appearing in the appropriate column. The charge against 
the public will thus always appear in the accounts of the 
unit with which the man begins the month. The account 
of a man transferred from one company to another of the 
same unit will be dealt with on similar lines.

Disbursing Officer making the* transfer will recover from 22 nd May , 
the Soldier’s account any advance of such pay from the 1908 - 
date of transfer. The Divisional Disbursing . Officer 
receiving the transfer will credit the soldier with any 
difference of pay due to him in the pay list of his new unit. 

N.B.~ When the soldier is transferred to a unit whose accounts are not 
rendered under the Home system the Divisional Disbursing Officer will 
forward the documents above referred to, to the Acting Paymaster or the 
Officer Commanding the Unit to which the man is transferred. 

Adjustment of soldiers’ account on discharge or transfer 
to the Army Reserve . 

41. When a soldier is to be discharged, the^ Captain 
will render Form H to the Divisional Disbursing Officer 
together with the gratuity (or deferred pay) claim, seven 
clear days before the casualty is expected to occur. In the 
case of a soldier who is to be transferred to the Army Re- 
serve A. F. O-1814 will be rendered in addition. The 
soldier's account will then be closed by the Divisional Dis- 
bursing Officer, and the balance due to clear the account 
inserted in Form H t -This will be returned to the Captain, 
who will then pay the man and secure his receipt. The 
form will be retained by the Captain and rendered to the 
Divisional Disbursing Officer at the end of the month in 
support of the entries in the pay and mess book. 

Adjustment of accounts of drafts proceeding abroad . 

42. In cases of drafts proceeding abroad, Form H will 
be rendered to the Divisional Disbursing Officer seven clear 
days before embarkation, or as soon as possible after the 
men have been detailed, and will include the names of 

waiting ^ men. The accounts of these men will be made 
up in pencil on the pay list (including the regulated ad- 
vance of pay reckoned from the date of embarkation), and 
the balances due to clear accounts inserted on Form H 
which will be signed by the Divisional Disbursing Officer 
and forwarded to the Captains to enable them to effect a 
settlement. Should any payments have been made after 
the form has been rendered, the necessary deductions will 
be made from the balances due, and the net balance will be 
handed over to the Officer Commanding the Draft whose 
receipt will be attached to Form H, in proof of payment,

Non-effective accounts. 

43. The Captain will prepare the heading and Forms 3 
and 4 (savings bank balance and sale of kit) of Army Form 
O-1625, and then forward it to the Divisional Disbursing 
Officer for completion. These forms should be sent in to 
the Divisional Disbursing Officer as soon as possible after 
the casualties occur, and should not be retained till the end 
of the month. 

Ration abstracts . 

44. The Ration and Tinning Certificate (Provisional 
I. A. F. S-151S) will be completed by the Officer Command- 
ing a Corps from details furnished by company commanders, 
vide Form 4 of Pay and Mess Book, and will be forwarded 
by him to the Divisional Disbursing Officer together with a 
statement (Form L) showing 1 the distribution of rations by 
companies, squadrons, etc. The totals of rations thus • 
shown must agree with the number of ration^kshown as 
drawn on the Ration and Tinning Certificate. 

45. The Divisional Disbursing Officer, after comparing 
the number of rations shown as drawn with the number 
shown in the Pay and Mess Book, will forward the certifi- 
cate to the Divisional Examiner for audit. 

Transfer of a unit from the payment of one Divisional 
Disbursing Officer to that of another. 

. 46 On the transfer of a unit from the payment of one 

; Divisional Disbursing Officer to another, the current pay 
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lists will be completed, to the date of the unit leaving the 285 

old station, and at once forwarded to the Divisional Dis 

burshjg Officer of the new station together with all sub- 2-nd May 

vouchers relating, to them, so Jhat compilation may not be 

delayed.

47. Soldiers temporarily attached to other units, etc. 
will be retained in the payment of their own units, except 
where ifxps known that the period of absence will extend - 
beyond six months, or this method may not be considered 
convenient. In the latter case the transfer will be carried 
out in accordance with paragraphs 39 and 40. When the 
soldier is retained in the payment of his unit the Captain 
of his company will prepare and transmit, at the time he 
proceeds, detachment pay sheets (Form C) for each month 
or portion o a month of the probable period of duty to 
the Captam of the company to which he is to be attached 
The detachment pay sheet for the first month will c 0n "it

48. The Divisional Disbursing Officer will credit the 
Captain with the total amount and recover it by advice 
note (1. A. F. A-146) from the Divisional Disbursing Officer 
of the unit to which the soldier belongs, at the same time 
- forwarding the detachment pay sheet in support of the 
claim. When necessary the Divisional Disbursing Officer 
compiling the pay list will notify the soldier’s monthly 
balance to the Captain making the cash payments. Ra- 
tions will be - adjusted in the usual manner. 

Adjustment of balance sheet items when a unit comes 
tinder the new system of payment .* '

49. The balance sheet should be put into as good order 
as possible, so as to show clearly the financial position of 
the company, on the last day of the month preceding the 
date of transfer. 

50. As the Captain will in future keep only two 
accounts, namely, his cash accounts with the Divisional 
Disbursing Officer and the consolidated stoppage ^recount, 
and only transactions arising out of these accounts will 
be recorded in his cash book, any cash belonging to a 
private fund, (cricket club, etc..) will be withdrawn, and 
the necessary entries recorded in the cash book. The 
total cash remaining should represent the public cash held 
by the Captain, pltis the amount due to the stoppage 
account (Cr, balance). 

51. As the balance (Cr.) on the last pay list rendered 
prior to transfer should represent the net balance of the

52. Other items outstanding in the company balance 
sheet will be adjusted vith as little delay as possible. 

Should any items, other than sums for which the Cap- 
tain may be personally responsible, remain to be ad- 
justed on the date of transfer, they will be posted in the 
Demand Register kept by the Divisional Disbursing 
Officer. Should there be any unrealisable assets the 
non-adjustment of which is not due to the Captain's 
fault or omission, application for a “write-off" should 
be submitted to the General Officer Commanding the 
Division. The amount of any liability which cannot be 
settled should be credited to the public. 

53. Overcharges or undercharges in the men’s accounts 
for the month preceding the change will be adjusted by 
the Divisional Disbursing Officer, the Captain, of course, 
being responsible in the event of non-recovery, 

Pay and allowances, etc., of regimental officers. 

54. The pay, etc., of officers will be drawn in the pay 
list (Form E) by the Divisional Disbursing Officer with 
reference to the last pay list and information appearing in . 

Corps orders. A cheque for the total pay, etc,, due will 
be sent to the Adjutant on the last day of each month, 
together with a statement shewing, on one side, the amount 
due to each officer, and on the other the deductions and 
the balance. All contract or other allowances payable to 
officers will be included in this statement. The officers 
will stamp and sign this statement, and the Adjutant will 
then return iUto the Divisional Disbursing Officer for 
record. 


Educational and Native Establishments , etc. 

55. The Divisional Disbursing Officer will draw the pay 
of the Educational Establishment in Form I and that of the 
Native Establishment in Form J with reference to the last 
pay list and extracts from orders received by him, and will 
send a cheque to the Officer Commanding for The total 
amount due. The Officer Commanding will arrange for 
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the d ist nbu tion of the paj, and will obtain the acquittances 
7 ° f ™ e P 3 ^ 3 ? n fcl } e forms sent for the purpose by 
Divisional Disbursing Officer. These ' acquittances will 
then be returned to the latter officer. 

Mess and Band Fund. 


56. The Government allowance for Mess and Band 
bunds will be included in the statement of pay, etc., due to 
officers, which is sent to the Adjutant for distribution of the 
salaries of officers. The Adjutant will pay these allowances 
to the President of the Mess or Band Fund, as the case 
may be, and will obtain their signatures to the payments, ' 

57. The monthly subscriptions and donations due to 
each fund will be paid direct by the officers themselves 
under regimental arrangements. 


Miscellaneous Charges. 

58. An Officer Commanding a unit will be allowed a 
permanent advance to meet the cost of contingent expen- 
diture, l.e.y telegrams, postage, hot-weather establishment, 
and such other charges as are not required to be met from 
contract allowances. 


59. On the 10th of each month, the expenditure incurred 
on the above account up to that date will be included in 
I. A. F. A- 1 15, which will be forwarded to the Divisional 
Disbursing Officer for payment, in order that the permanent 
advance may be recouped. The Officer Commanding the 
Unit will be held personally responsible for the amount of 
this advance until he has accounted for it to bis si&ibessor 
in the manner described in paragraph 41, Army Regu- 
lations, India, Volume III. 

60. Claims for miscellaneous charges of a personal nature 
such as rewards for passing language examinations, will be 
submitted to the Divisional Disbursing Officer for payment. 

Demand Register. 

61. The Paymaster will note in his Demand Register all 
payments for which he does not hold a legal acqui ance. 
These demands will be removed from the book on receip 
of the necessary voucher. 


II —PROCEDURE FOR THE PAYMENT OF TROOPS 
’ ‘ IN THE FIELD. 

'^2. The Captain will obtain his funds from the nearest 
Field Treasure Chest or Field Pay 0 (Tice according to his 
requirements, and after making payment* will render to 
the Paymaster at the Base of Operations, as soon after the 
close of each month as possible, a simple acquittance roll 
shewing the amount he has paid to each man. Fie will 
attach Thereto all necessary extracts from orders, and other 
vouchers required by regulations, also a simple cash 
account (Form N) shewing the cash received and issued 
by him during the month. He will take credit therein for 
the total amount shewn by each acquittance roll, giving its 
number and date to facilitate reference. 

63. The acquittance rolls (Form F), which will shew the 
date, name and amount received, and contain the man's 
receipt, should be bound in a book, about the size of a 
reporter’s note book, with detachable leaves, and a carbon 
copy of each roll should be retained by the Captain for 
record. A separate sheet will be made out for each unit 
and will be sent to the Paymaster, to whom the Captain 
has to account for his cash advances received from the 
nearest Field Treasure Chest Office or Field Pay Office. 

64. On active service the soldier should carry with him 
a pay book (Form G). The soldier’s ordinary emoluments 
are clearly shewn at the beginning of this book, together 
with the amount he has allotted for payment elsewhere, the 
difference being the daily balance for issue to him. On 
this balance all cash payments should be based. The offi- 
cer who makes the cash payments will in all cases enter the 
amount of the advance in the pay book, and attest the entry 
by his signature. The soldier can obtain the amount of 
pay due to him (approximately, of course) from any unit 
to which he may be attached. He should never part with 
his pay book until he produces it for final settlement of his 
account on his return to Cantonments in India. 

65. If the soldier’s account is kept throughout the cam- 
paign at the Base, the Paymaster will be able to render a

India to call for the soldier’s pay book for comparison with 
the last-pay certificale. If the acquittance rolls have been 
regularly forwarded by the Captain, the last-pay certificate 
will be correct. If the roll has been lost in the post, this 
is a contingency of war, and the public may have to face 
. the loss ; but the keeping of a carbon copy will reduce the 
risk of loss to a minimum. 


65. Should an officer holding money on imprest fail to 
report his cash payments, he will remain debited with the 
full amount of the advance, and will not be released until 
he can make out a case for being let off. 

67 . The soldier’s account will be compiled by the Pay- 
master at the Base, who will be supplied with the following 
by the authorities at the Base : —

68 . In, the case of a corps on field service the Officer Com- 
manding the Depot will pay the men left behind and will be 
provided with funds by the Divisional Disbursing Officer. 
He will obtain from the Captain of the Company, ete.j , a 
list of all men left behind with the rates of pay and the 
amount of their weekly cash payments and stoppages, and 
will account to the Divisional Disbursing. Officer, for his 
payments in the usual pay and mess book. The procedure 
detailed for Captains for the submission and compilation ot 
accounts during peace time' will be followed. 
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II.— RULES FOR THE GUIDANCE OF DIVISIONAL ^ 

f DISBURSING OFFICERS. 32nd May

69. The Divisional Disbursing Officer will submit to the 
Controller of Military Accounts of his accounts circle, by 
the 1st January each year, an estimate, in duplicate, on 
I, A. F. A-213, of his cash requirements during the ensuing 
official year, shewing the probable amount required _ for 
each month, and the treasury from which required.

71. Should an additional credit be found necessary dur- 
ing the currency of the year, application for it, or for the 
transfer of the amount from some other treasury where the 
balance is found to be excessive, should be made to the 
Controller ; the necessity for the extra assignment being 
at the same time fully explained. 

? 72. These assignments will be drawn against by cheques, 
forms of which will be supplied by the Controller. 

73. The credit or allotment fora month, as shewn 
in the sanctioned estimate, need not be exhausted in the 
same month, but should be operated against to the ex- 
tent retired, to meet actual payments,, not exceeding the 
total credit for the month. The undrawn balance °of a 
month will, if required be available for drawings in sub- 
sequent months. The amount drawn at any time must 
not, however, exceed the available balance of previous 
months’ allotments, plus the allotment for the then cur- 
rent month.

Payments by the Divisional Disbursing Officer. 


76. Payments will be made by cheques and transfer 
receipts. To enable the Divisional Disbursing Officer to 
make petty cash payments of sums of less than Rs 10 
he will draw a cheque not exceeding Rs. .100 at a time 
in favour of himself- The amount so drawn will be shown 
on the Dr. side of his cash book, and the payments 
made therefrom will be entered on the Cr. side of that 
book. No more cash than is absolutely required for 
payment each day will be drawn. •

77. Every detail of a deduction made by the Division* 
al Disbursing Officer from a bill or other voucher will, 
be clearly and accurately described on the bill or the vou- 
cher in order that the Divisional Examiner by whom it is 
audited and compiled, may be placed in a position to 
carry out these duties without difficulty, or reference to 
the Divisional Disbursing Officer. 

78. On the face of each bill or voucher, must fur- 
ther be noted, in red ink, the number, date, and amount 
of the cheque or transfer receipt _ issued in miyment 
thereof, and it should be stamped with the worn* “paid. 
Where payment is made in cash, as distinct from cheque, 
or transfer receipt, this fact should be so noted on the 
voucher. The net amount shewn in each voucher, after 
all the deductions have been made, should be that which 
has been actually paid on the voucher either by cheque, 
transfer receipt, or actual cash.

Officer will be a complete record of his cash transactions

80. The Supply and Transport Divisional Accounts 
Officer, whose duties will now be performed by the Divi- 
sional Disbursing Officer, renders similar account to 
the Divisional Examiner, vide paragraph 242 ( c ), Army 
Regulations, India, Volume III. A separate cash account 
current will not, therefore, be necessary for charges in 
connection with the payment of British Troops. It will 
be sufficient if the cash account current rendered by the 
Supply and Transport Divisional Accounts Officer be 
maintained and rendered by the Divisional Disbursing 
Officer, and two sets of Schedules (IV) and (VIII) pre- 
pared — one for Supply and Transport charges, and the 
other for charges on account of British Troops.

Note. — Where there are numerous casualties, as in a depfit, or imex* 
ceptional cases where the soldier cannot be made to appreciate a monthly 
rate, it may be found desirable to make an exception to the general rule, 
and adopt a daily rate, and this is left to the discretion of the Officer 
Commanding the Unit. It will, however, probably be found that, except 
perhaps in the case of adepbt, the monthly rate will, eventually, be more 
beneficial to the soldier.

446. Furlough and Leave — Officers and Departmental 
Warrant Officers.-— ‘The Right Honourable the Secretary 
of State for India has decided to abolish the rules under 
which military officers and departmental warrant officers, 
who have been granted leave to Europe on private affairs, 
are required to apply to the India Office for permission to 
return to duty. 

In future, permission to return to duty will only be re- 
quired in the case of Indian Service officers, Royal 
Engineer officers, officers of the British Service holding 
staff appointments in India and departmental warrant 
officers to whom leave in Europe was granted, or has - been 
extended, on medical grounds, whether it be technically' 
leave on medical certificate or not.

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(ii) Every man must have at least a « good ” character 
and.be an . efficient soldier, ue., in receipt of 
either service or proficiency pay, class I ; men 
who are habitually inefficient owing to alcoholisnt' 1 
or preventable disease will not be eligible for 
furlough. 

4. This class of furlough is ordinarily only to be 
granted during the summer months, the men proceeding 
home by the last transport of one trooping season and 
returning by the first of the following; thus the duration 
of furlough will be usually five to six months. 

5. The following additional rules for this class of 
furlough are also laid down ; — 

(a) Absence on payment furlough will not be held 
to break continuity- of foreign service for pur- 
poses of transfer to the home establishment. 

(5) Men serving at or near seaport towns, granted 
furlough under this rule, may, if they so desire, be 
permitted, in lieu of the payment of £15 for - 
passage in a transport, to work their passage 
home and back to India in a merchant vessel. 
Men granted this privilege should be required 
to produce a certificate from the shipowners or 
Master of the vessel guaranteeing employment 
and commanding officers concerned should assure 
themselves that the men have actually under- 
taken such employment. The soldier should Jje 
instructed, if he intends to work bis passage ' u 
back to India in a merchant vessel, to notify to 
the officer mentioned in paragraph 9 of the in- 
structions on India Army Form L-1174 (which 
form will be used for all men granted furlough 
under the rules contained in this order), the 
name of such vessel, date of sailing and name 
of port and probable date of arrival in India.

The squad will be dismounted, with saddles and.bridkn 
10 yards from their horses which will be picketted in line. 

On the signal to start the advance, horses will be saddled,

of the Special Reserve shortly to be created under the 
special Army Order of 23rd December 1907, (Appendices V 
an^VI). 

2. Briefly stated, the effect of the new organisation is 
to replace tbe existing Depots of regular Line Infantry, 
and 74 of the existing Militia Battalions, by 74“ Reserve ” 
Battalions the Permanent Establishment of which will train 
recruits for both the Line and the Special Reserve, and to 
convert 27 other existing Militia Battalions into “Extra Re- 
serve” Battalions the Permanent Establishment of which 
will not train recruits for the Line. 

3. A Reserve Battalion has a Permanent Establish- 
ment of six regular officers, and an Extra Reserve Batta- 
lion a Permanent Establishment of four, in addition to an 
Adjutant and a Quarter Master in either case. This will 
result in an increase of two regular officers in the Perma- 
nent Establishment of each Reserve Battalion over the 
combined Permanent Establishment of the Dep6t and 
Militia Battalion, and of four regular officers in the Perma- 
nent Establishment ot each Extra Reserve Battalion. The 
Army Council have intimated that corresponding additions 
will be made accordingly to the total number of officers in 
the several regiments. 

4. Under present rules, an officer serving abroad may 
apply for an appointment as Adjutant of a Militia Battalion, 
on condition that, if appointed, he pays his passage and 
that of his successor in the unit abroad. If, in default of 
sucC^^applicant, an officer serving in India is selected for 
the appointment on public grounds, the liability for pas- 
sage rests upon the Imperial Government. Should an 
officer appointed for duty with a Reserve Battalion resign 
his appointment before completing his three years’ tour, 
the question of the liability for the cost of his passage and 
of his successor’s would be governed by the rules which 
at present apply in the case of officers who resign their 
depot service. 

5. Of the four officers on the Dep6t Establishment, two 
are normally found from the Battalion abroad, and for 
Battalions in India the cost of passages so arising is an 
Indian liability. The tour of Depot service being two. 
years, the average number of officers proceeding to, and 
from the United Kingdom annually at the expense of India, 
from this cause is one per Battalion in India.

The advantages of the existence of such 
a rate during mobilisation, or in connection with the move- 
ment of troops taking part in large concentrations, movements 
in relief, etc., are obvious. Despatching officers should 
therefore, whenever possible, despatch troops -and their 
families as well as baggage and all military stores, at the 
vehicle rate, unless this method of despatch is undesirable o 
administrative grounds or financially disadvant" 



in columns 8 and 5 of ’the Annexure. Reserved ''accommoda- 
tion shall he requisitioned {for only in cases of absolute 
necessity. In cases when the number of men to he sent by 
rail is sufficient to justify one or more vehicles being demands c 
and paid for at the vehicle rate, there will generally he one or 
two officers and non-commissioned officers in charge of the 
party, entitled to higher class accommodation. The latter 
would he insullicient in number to warrant the engagement 
of a whole vehicle at the vehicle rate ; in such cases despatch- 
ing officers will issue warrants for their conveyance at the 
contract rates mentioned above.

7. Large and small consignments of goods, etc.— (a) 

Small consignments, or any balance remaining over in the 
case of consignments despatched in vehicles and charged for at 
tho vehicle rate, shall be sent either by goods train as ordinary 
packages, or be held over until a sufficient quantity has been 
collected to justify one or more vehicles being engaged for their 
conveyance. In the case of consignments sent as ordinary 
goods, payment will be made irrespective of all classification 
of goods, at the uniform rate of one-third pie per maund per 
jtnile, or the vehicle rate, whichever is cheaper. These rates are 
linclusive of terminals. 

’i 

(b) Consignments requiring the use of a whole waf >n will 
be charged at the vehicle rate even though on actual’ weight 
the cost at the small consignment rate might be less. 

(c) Goods in hulk, hhoosa, forage, hay and similar commo- 
dities, and live-stock, shall always be charged at the vehicle 
rate. 

(d) The vehicle rate shall always he charged on consign- 
• jments booked from or to private military sidings.. The small 

consignment rate will only be charged when consignments are 
booked at railway goods stations. 

(c) Officers responsible for the despatch of stores i, etc., by 
rail will issue such orders as may be considered necessary to 
ensure, as far as possible, small Consignments being invariably 
booked at railway goods stations. - 

(/) His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief particularly 
desires General Officers Commanding Divisions , and Indepen- 
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dent Brigades, and Heads of Departments to impress npon 
despatching officers the necessity for proper supervision being 
exercised over the loading of stores, in cases where whole 
fancies are requisitioned, with a view to avoiding unnecessary 
expenditure being thrown upon the State. 

8. Chargers and other animals insufficient in number 
to fill a truck or horse box.- Under the above conditions 
special vehicles shall not ordinarily be requisitioned for the 
convejmnce of animals ; they will be despatched by ordinary 
trains on warrant at the rates and under the conditions appli- 
cable to public traffic. This rule is only intended to apply, 
in the case of officers 5 chargers, when an officer is moving with 
a body of troops and travelling on warrant. 

9. Women and children accompanying, preceding 
or following troops. — (a) In all troops movements when' 
women and cliildern accompany troops, precede, or follow 
them, 'as for instance, when they are proceeding to or from 
the hills during the hot weather, or to or from the port of 
embarkation when en route to or from home, despatching 
officers will decide, after taking into consideration the numbers 
for whom accommodation is required, whether whole vehicles 
for their conveyance should be engaged at the vehicle rate, or 
whether they should be despatched on warrant as at present. 
(See para. 6.) 

(b) When special vehicles are requisitioned for such parties 
the despatching officer will be held responsible that the public 
carrying capacity of the class of vehicle supplied, is worked upj 
to as far as possible (but see para. 2 (c) ). ’ 

10. Free allowance of baggage.— (a) When special trains 
are requisitioned for the conveyance of troops, one brake-van 
will be allowed free for the conveyance of baggage, provided 
that in all cases the minimum number of vehicles is paid for 
(see para. 4). Any baggage in excess of] the quantity which 
can be loaded in this brake-van will be charged for at the 
vehicle rate. An uniform scale of 20 seers of- baggage will 
be allowed free by the railway to all individuals travelling 
under warrant, whether charged for at vehicle, contract oi 
tariff rates ; any balance in excess of this quantity will be 
charged for at the £i’d pie per maund per mile rate, or at the 
vehicle mileage rate, whichever is the cheaper, subject to a 
minimum charge of I annas in the former case. 
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. (^) Tlie vehicle mileage rate will always he applied when 
it is less than the cost of carriage calculated at ^rd pie per 
maund per mile. 

11. Charges for "brake-vans, and also for vehicled 
ordered and subsequently cancelled— {a) Provided that as 
already prescribed in paragraph 4, the minimum payment 
shall in no case be less than the charge for 16 vehicles, the 
Had way will provide one brake-van free of cost for each 
special train. Additional brake-vans attached to the train 
will not he paid for unless actually used for the carriage of 
military goods. 

'Example 1 . — The military authorities indent for 16 
vehicles. The train is made up of 16 vehicles and one brake- 
van.
